DANCE HALL REFERENDUM DE- 
FEATS TWO ORDINANCES.

/Souncil, Under the Fad Provision, 
Must Repeal or Submit at General 
Election of 1911—No Regulation of 
Such Places During Pendency of the 
Referendum. 


A mew example of the pernicious 
cheracter of the referendum freak in 
the city charter was shown yester- 
day when Fred H. Solomon, represent- 
ing the dance-haill interests of the city, 
filed a@ petition under it asking the 
submission of the ordinances affecting 
Gance halis at “the next regular elec- 
tion.” 

There were two petitions, each bear- 
ing the same 238386 names. One is 
@gainst the ordinance regulating dance 
halie and ‘the other against the one 
regulating .dancing academies. The 
two ordinances were intended by the 
©itw. Attorney and the good men and 
women who assisted in the fight on 
the dance hAlis to meet either horn 
of a dilemnma that might be expected 
if only one measure was made into 
law. It was intended to prevent 
“halis” from becoming academies and 
“academies’ from turning into halls, 
in case only ane law was passed. 

At, the same time the dance-hall in- 
terests, represented by Solomon, prom- 
fsed that if the mrorail features of the 
two ordinances were put in one ordi- 
Mance and the Sunday-closing feature 
into a separate one, no referendum 
would be asked on tae mora! features 
by those associated with Solomon. He 
deciared that’ the dance-hall proprie- 
tors favored all the moral regulation 
imposed, ‘but objected to closing on 
Sunday and if the latter was made a 
part of any law the whole measure 
would be attacked. 

The ordinances were pot in effect 
until October 19 and the charter freak 
referendum section permits thirty days 
after that date to bring in a referen- 
dum petition from q@ily 7 per cent. of 
the voters to suspend the ordinance. 
The same provisions make it neces- 
sary for the Counct! to submit the or- 
@dimances at the next regular election. 

Solomon might have filed his peti- 
tion before November 6 but he did 
@ot choose to. Advocates of initiative 
measures were panting in th en- 
Geavor to have valid petitions filed be- 
fore that date, but Solomon waited for 
at to pass. 

His reason was that. by filing them 
later than thirty days hefore “the next 
regular election,” the Council may not 


submit the two ordinances to a vote’ 


until December, 1911, which is really 

the “next regular eciection.” 
The petition, in order to have 7 per 

cent. of the vote cast for Mayor in 


voters, by the authority of the refer- 
‘entlum, are invalidating an ordinance 
of most wholesome character for two 
. years, or presenting another alterna- 
tive almost as bad. 

If the Council does not order the 
laws submitted at the mext election 
in 1921 tt must immediately repeal 
them. If it repeal« the ones attacked 
it may not reénact similar measures. 
Any new iegisiation on dance halts 
must. not contain provisions of the two 
ordimances attacked by the Solomon 
petitions. 

It happens that every wholesome 
and valid regulation was put in those 
ordinances and ft will be extremely 
Gifficult to find any regulation that 
may be enacted into law goveming 
dance halis for the next two years. 

Tt would be posisbie to hold a spe- 
cial election to pars on the ordinances, 
but this would enta!l many. thousand 
dollars’ expense, and the language of 
the referendum seems to indicate that 
the election must be called for the 
one purpose only.

BENEVOLENT SCHEME FAILS.

HE TROUBLE-MAKERS' MUSS. 

The Ballinger controversy looks like a deliber- 
ate conspiracy to injure a member of Mr. Taft's 
Cabinet for some purpose difficult to sound. «It aes 
reached a stage where it is announced that either 
Ballinger or Pinchot must jleave the public gervice. 
From what we can learn from the very guarded 
utterances of all concerned it looks as if Mr. Bal- 
linger had informed the President tliat he and Mr. 
Pinchot cannot remain in the public service to- 
gether longer than is absolutely necessary. It also 
appears that Mr. Pinchot will not go on any iess 
summary action than being “fired.” 

The President has ‘tet it be known that there 
must be a speedy settlement of the difficulty. Mr. 
_ Ballinger has placed the report for the year in the 
hands of the President, as have other Cabinet of- 
ficers. The President has practically written his 
Message to Congress. Congress will be in session 
in three weeks, and before that time this squabble 
which involves the President's official family must 
be brought to an end in some Way or other. 

The President makes it plainly understood that 
he holds Mr. Ballinger blameless for any conduct 
since he received his portfolio last March. Mr. 
Ballinger’s services to the country did not begin at 
that time. He has held important offices before 
and has generally performed the duties with abso- 

lute satisfaction, both to the government and to 
the people. His home is in Seattle, and the civic 
bodies of that city have taken his controversy up 
and written a very positive and broad indorsement 
of his career. As to Mr. Pinchot, his services 
have been valuable to the United States. He has 
devoted his time and fortune to the rehabilitation 
of our forest areas for years. He is a man of un- 
oe integrity, but a faddist and an imprac: 
ticable. 

Who is to be blamed for the muss? Either of 
these gentlemen? No! A little clique of busy- 
bodies in matters which do not concern them. A 
little ring of would-be reformers, of men who wear 
the helier-than-thou robes. A subordinate tinder 
Mr. Ballinger, stationed at Seattle, gave the first 
impetus to this discord, which is disturbing not 
only the relations of the Cabinet officer with a sub- 
ordinate under another Cabinet officer, but also the 
President of the United States, and is endangering 
the loss of oné or the other of the principals to the 
public service. That this man was rash and ut- 
terly premature, and that the charges that he made 
against . Ballinger’s administration were false, 
we are red upén the authority of no less a 
person than the President. Mr. Glavis was dis- 
charged in the~most peremptory manner. The mails ° 
were too slow.to do the work, and resort was had 
to the telegraph wires. | 

The trouble once started, all the trouble-makers 
immediately assembled in the ring and around it to 
keep up the fracas. That the Reclamation Service 
people and those under Mr. Pinchot in the Forestry 
Service are giving out the information upon which - 
the yellow periodicals are keeping up the fire, there 
seems no doubt. No wonder Mr. Ballinger feels 
resentful under the circumstances. At the same 
time he has practiced the most admirable resérve. 
To the public he has given nothing but a straight- 
forward, detailed statement in absolute figures of 
what action he has taken in the premises alleged. 
It must be conceded that Mr. Pinchot has conducted 
himself in about as discreet a manner. But the 
aetion of the heads in this affair count for nothing. 
The “limbs and outward flourishes” of the fight go 
en with increased activity. 

People are no doybt disposed to be very gracious : 
' to the Reclamation Service. We of the West 
should be particularly so, for we reap the greatest 
benefits from the fuhds devoted to this work. Bui 
we must remember that the West is not the whole 
country. So far as population ard influence at 
Washington go it is very far from being the whole 
) of America. The eastern people have been very 

indulgent to us. They have conceded the right of 
the West to all those funds coming from the ‘fale | 
of the public domain in order to enlarge the value 
of that domain and make homes for the people. But 
there is a limit to generosity as well as to forbear- 
afice, and if this ugly squabble ghall. reveal the 
fact that the Reclamation Service has been at fault 
and that there was no justification for the charges 
made ‘against the here of the Interior Department, 
there wili be a shaking up that may reach very far 
into the Reclamation Service itself.  - 

If Mr. Pinchot should go out of the government 
service with a dimming of the brilliancy which has 
marked his carger there, he would have the yawp- 
ing busybody reformers to blame. They are en- 
tirely too ardent in their partisanship and entirely 
too unconscionable in the methods they pursue. No 
men ever manifest this malignity when their pur- 
poses are good. pe? | 


O ENTANGLING ALLIANCES. 

Some weeks ago when Sir Charles Beresford, 
at a festive function in the city of New York, put 
out a gentle feeler as to the comparative sympathies 
of Americans towayd the English and the Germans, 
we commented upon the view of the English naval 
officer. At that time we expressed the opinion that” 
if England were depending in any way, upon the 
United States for any active interference, or 
marked sympathy even, for her cause in case of a 
conflict with Germany, she was looking in the 
wrong dirertion—this not from.any hostility on our 
part to England or, the English or their interests, 
nor on the contrary from any particular friendli- 
ness toward Germany or the Germans or their in- 
‘térests. It is simply that in matters of this kind . 
Great Britain and Germany stand.to us in exactly 
the same light and the Same relationship. We 
want friendly imtereourse with England and the 
English and we want the same with Germany and 
the Germans. : 

Outside of this friendly feeling of nation toward 
nation, similar to that of bors toward neigh- 
bors, there arises the matter of trade and éom- 
merce. We want to do all the profitable business 
that is possible with Great Britain and all her de- 
pendencics, but we are just as willing to trade 
with Germany and her dependencies as with any 
other nation on the face of the earth. An English 
sovereign is to our eyes as good gold as a German 
five-emark piece. But no better. Americans would 
just as soon sel! a shipload of wheat to go to Ham- 
burg as to Liverpool. When we go into the world 
markets to buy we purchase a cargo of steel rails 
either at a German port or at an English one, just 
as one. may be a better bargain than the other. 

Since the utterances of Sir Charles: Beresford at 
this function in New York, the remarks of «the 
English lord and their reception in America have 
caused a good deal of comment in England, and 
disappointment has aricen out of the reception of. 
‘the noble lord's remimrks. A writer in the latest 
number of the Fortnightly Review devotes a good 
deal of attention to the matter, as a number of J. 
other Engiish publicists have done. The writer. in | 
the Fortnightly Review alleges that his country- 
men have been dreaming fof some time and that the 
dream has come to an end. The headline over his 
article reads, “The End of.a Dream.” It seems 
that this dream. has been to the effect that in case 
of a conflict between Great Britain and Germany 
the United States would rush its whole fect of bat- 
tleships post haste across the Atlantic to take sides 
with the English in fight Germany. |

We 
want the friendship of every nation in Europe. .We 
are grateful for any active sympathy that cames 
from the people offany natin, that is all we 
wish.’ It is our immovable desire and our most 
earnest purpose to maintain the peace between our 
cquntry and all other nations. The epithet which 
makes England the “mother country” to América 
has long since become mythical. There are more 
American citizens of German. birth in America to- 
day than there are of English birth, and if we could 
take. a census national origin it is very 
probable that we would find more German blood 
flowing in the veins. of native-born Americans than 
we would English blood. We have received from 
abroad in the last hundred yeats possibly a total 


of 25,000,000 immigrants. If in all. this vast acces-. 


sion of humanity there has come any body of men 
and women who have made better American citi- 
zens and done more for the development of Amer- 


ica and for her greatness than those who have come ~ 


from Germany, we are unable to put our finger 
upon them. 

Americans are the most cosmopolitan people on 
the face of the earth. Perhaps from this comes. the 
impulse which makes us strongly for peace with all 
the nations. A war between America and any 
country in Europe would be very much the same as 
a domestic conflict. It would be brother against 
brother, father against. son, and cousin against 
cousin to the end of the chapter. Englishmen never 
cease to be Englishmen, even although they become 
sworn’ American citizens. In case of a war between 
the United States and Great Britain the English 


citizens in this country and some of their descend. | 


ants would be very loath to take up arms against 
their relatives on the other side of the Atlantic, 
and the same would be just as true of the Amer- 
ican citizens of Gérman birth or of German de- 
scent.

Fifty Years’ Service as Franciscan

PLANT NEARLY READY. 


Big New Industry Will Goon Be Run- 
ning at Wilmington—Dredging 
Work Goes Ahead. 
WILMINGTON, ANNov. 18.—The Pa- 
cific Lumber Company has discharged 
ite large force ‘of men which was en- 
gaged for several months in building 
the plant. This is mow nearly com- 
pleted, including the immense” mono- 
rail system. Five separate lines ex- 
tend from the wharves northward to 
the yard limits, a distance of two 
blocks. This makes a total length of 
the overhead trolley system of several 
thousand feet. This is to be used in 
handiing the lumber from the holds 
of ships to the piles im the yard. It 

will be operated by electric power. 

The machinery for working the lum- 
ber js now being installed. Several 
million feet of lumber are now in the 
yard drying. The immense drying 
shed is filled. By the method the com- 
pany will have constantly on hand suf- 
ficient dry lumber for the trade.
